Shabbat  at  PAS 


Jewish  mysticism  teaches  that 
the  Sabbath  is  a  foretaste  of 
the  world  to  come.  Every  other 
day  of  the  week,  we  stand  aware  of 
the  gap  between  the  world  as  it  is 
and  as  it  ought  to  be,  the  difference 
between  who  we  are  and  who  we  seek 
to  be.  Once  a  week, 
through  acts  of 
learning,  prayer,  and 
community  building, 
we  are  extended  the 
opportunity  to  close 
the  gap  -  filling  our 
lives  with  a  day  of 
sanctified  living. 

This  month,  Shabbat  at  PAS  will  take 
on  a  new  look,  based  in  some  measure 
on  the  once-a-month  TGIS:  Thank 
God  It’s  Shabbat!  programming  of  the 
last  two  years.  TGIS  sought  to  enliven 
our  Shabbat  services,  integrate  our 
Congregational  School  families  into 
our  broader  community,  and  draw 
more  and  more  people  into  synagogue 
life.  While  not  every  initiative 
succeeded,  many  did,  and  we  learned 
much  from  the  experience.  On  behalf 
of  the  entire  clergy  and  professional 
staff,  we  thank  the  membership  of 
PAS,  especially  the  Sanctuary  Task 
Force  led  by  our  president,  Paul 
Corwin,  for  encouraging  us  to  think 
creatively  and  collaboratively  in 
serving  the  spiritual  needs  of  our 
community. 


Beginning  this  month,  every  single 
Shabbat  at  PAS  will  be  filled  with  a 
variety  of  opportunities  to  engage 
in  prayer,  learning,  and  community 
building.  From  our  youth  choir  to 
Rabbi  Zuckerman’s  Window  on  Israel 
sessions,  from  pre-Kabbalat  Shabbat 
recitals  to  Saturday  afternoon  teen 
programming,  from  a  Learners  Service 
to  a  Torah  readers  club,  there  will  be 
something  for  everyone.  Our  weekly 
Kabbalat  Shabbat  and  Sanctuary 
services,  Congregational  School 
Shabbat  Experience,  and  discussions 
of  the  weekly  Torah  portion  will 
continue  as  always. 

Please  note  that  beginning  the 
Shabbat  before  Labor  Day,  Septem¬ 
ber  3,  services  in  the  Sanctuary  will 
begin  at  9:45  am.  For  those  who 
would  like  to  enjoy  a  full  Shaharit 
service,  followed  by  Torah  study 
(and  Kiddush!)  led  by  one  of  the  PAS 
rabbis,  we  will  begin  in  the  Rothschild 
Library  at  9:00  am.  Having  fed  both 
bodies  and  souls,  this  group  will  join 
the  entire  community  for  the  Torah 
service  in  the  Sanctuary  at  10:15  am. 

For  our  shul  regulars  and  our  guests, 
for  those  celebrating  a  life  cycle 
event  and  for  those  who  have  come 
for  no  particular  occasion,  this  new 
format  for  Shabbat  morning  seeks  to 
balance  the  varied  needs  of  all  while 
maintaining  one  community.  We  are 
excited  to  get  going  and  look  forward 
to  continuing  to  refine  the  format  in 
the  future.  Look  for  Shabbat  at  PAS 
throughout  the  Bulletin  and  the  Fall 
Program  Catalog  for  descriptions 


of  all  the  programming,  and  see  the 
Schedule  of  Religious  Services  on 
page  4  to  find  out  exactly  what  is 
taking  place  each  week.  Up-to-date 
schedules  will  also  be  on  the  website 
and  in  the  “This  Week  at  PAS”  email. 

Most  importantly,  I  call  on  every 
member  of  our  synagogue  community 
to  make  Shabbat  a  priority  in  the 
approaching  new  year  and  beyond. 
Creative  and  committed  as  the  PAS 
clergy  and  staff  may  be,  our  success 
is  entirely  dependent  on  each  of  you!

Each  set  includes  an  etrog  (fruit  of  the  hadar), 
a  lulav  (palm),  hadassim  (myrtle,  leafy  trees),  aravot  (willows),  as  well  as  a  holder  and  rings  woven  of 
palm  to  hold  the  branches  together.

Education 


Blessing  our  children  at  Shabbat 
dinner  is  the  highlight  of  my 
week.  Even  if  the  boys  have 

received  the  blessing 
from  the  rabbi  at 
Kabbalat  Shabbat, 
we  do  this  ritual  as 
part  of  our  Shabbat 
evening  at  home. 

As  soon  as  my  wife 
and  I  place  our 
hands  on  Joseph 
and  Benjy’s  heads 
and  say  the  short  biblical  prayer,  our 
family  experiences  a  unique  sense 
of  connection  tied  to  this  weekly 
moment.  Whatever  bumps  we  may 
have  encountered  during  the  week  are 
overshadowed  by  our  shared  hopes 
for  our  family  encapsulated  in  this 
blessing. 


While  this  Shabbat  blessing  is  a  ritual 
in  our  home  today,  it  was  not  always 
a  part  of  my  life.  In  fact,  I  hadn’t  even 
seen  this  blessing  until  a  Shabbat  I 
spent  in  a  friend’s  home  when  I  was 
in  high  school.  Watching  his  parents 
bless  him,  I  wanted  my  parents  to 
bless  me  and  my  brothers.  My  parents 
were  open  to  adding  this  ritual  to 
their  Shabbat  routine,  but  they  didn’t 
know  how.  We  were  fortunate  that  our 
rabbi  explained  not  only  how  to  do 
the  ritual,  but  also  what  this  moment 
could  mean  to  our  family.  I  deeply 
appreciate  that  my  parents  were 
willing  to  undertake  this  learning.  For 
those  of  you  who  would  like  to  learn 
the  blessing,  we  will  be  teaching  it 
during  the  year. 

Parenting  is  a  joyous,  yet  frequently 
complicated,  work  in  progress, 
and  home  rituals  can  be  daunting, 
especially  if  it’s  not  something  with 
which  parents  are  familiar.  With  this 
in  mind,  our  talented  PAS  education 


team  piloted  a  parenting  series  last 
year  to  help  parents  like  mine  learn 
how  to  enhance  and  elevate  their 
family’s  spiritual  lives.  In  addition 
to  sessions  on  Jewish  ritual,  our 
educators  and  clergy  taught  on  how 
to  talk  to  our  children  about  God,  at 
what  age  we  can  start  discussing  the 
Holocaust,  and  what  it  means  to  be 
a  mentsch.  We  also  presented  and 
facilitated  conversations  on  building 
a  Jewish  library,  child  development, 
language  acquisition,  and  reading 
skills. 

These  parenting  workshops  have 
multiple  goals,  of  which  the  first  is 
educating  PAS  parents  about  how 
to  create  a  Jewish  home  rooted  in 
our  tradition.  The  second  objective 
is  to  build  community  among 
parents,  grandparents,  and  anyone 
raising  a  Jewish  child.  Finally,  it 
is  our  intention  to  make  parents 
our  partners  in  their  children’s  Jewish 
education.  Educating  children  takes 
place  not  only  in  the  synagogue  under 
the  guidance  of  clergy  and  educators, 
but  also,  equally  importantly,  in  the 
home,  nurtured  and  encouraged 
by  parents. 

Building  on  the  success  of  last  year,  we 
are  expanding  our  parent  education 
programming  in  5777.  You  can  find  an 
overview  of  these  sessions  on  page  49 
of  the  Fall  Program  Catalog  enclosed 
with  this  Bulletin.  These  sessions 
are  truly  a  collaborative  effort  by  our 
creative  and  committed  PAS  education 
team.  With  the  New  Year,  we  welcome 
new  members  to  the  team.  Read  about 
them  on  page  8. 

The  High  Holidays  usher  in  a  sense 
of  renewal  and  encourage  us  to 
deepen  our  relationships  with  God, 
community,  and  family.  The  prophet 
Malachi  writes:  “He  will  turn  the 
hearts  of  the  parents  to  their  children, 
and  the  hearts  of  the  children  to  their 
parents.”  (4:6)  Our  PAS  parenting 
sessions  are  intended  to  keep  our 
hearts  connected  with  our  children 
for  a  lifetime,  punctuated  weekly  at 
Shabbat  dinner.

Fifty  Years  Ago 
at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue . . . 


As  we  look  ahead  to  a  sweet 
and  healthy  5777,  we  also 
have  the  opportunity,  through 
the  digitized  recordings  of  the 
Shapiro  Audio  Archive,  to  reflect  on 
the  events  of  5727.  Fifty  years  ago, 
PAS  offered  a  remarkable  speaker 
series  on  Jewish  denominations, 
featuring  Rabbi  Irving  Greenberg, 
Rabbi  Balfour  Brickner,  Rabbi 
Shlomo  Carlebach,  and  Rabbi 
Judah  Nadich.  The  series  continued 
with  world  religions,  with  lectures 
on  Catholicism,  Protestantism, 
Buddhism,  and  Hinduism  by 
prominent  professors  and  clergy. 

A  sermon  by  Rabbi  Nadich  in 
early  1967,  “Religion,  Morality  and 
Government,”  provides  a  thoughtful 
commentary  as  we  consider  our 
current  elections  this  November. 

In  the  weeks  prior  to  the  Six  Day 
War,  the  sermons  “The  Possibility  of 
Peace”  and  “The  Crisis  in  the  Middle 
East”  reframed  war  and  conflict  in 
“real  time.”  Audio  excerpts  from 
these  significant  occasions  will  be 
posted  on  the  Shapiro  Archives 
page  of  the  PAS  website  throughout 
the  coming  year.  Enjoy  listening!

Hadar  Goldin  (1991-2014)  was 
a  talented  Israeli  painter  who 
expressed  his  love  of  art  and  of  life 
until  his  last  day  on  the  battlefield. 
This  inspiring  exhibition  was  created 
in  2015  to  share  Hadar’s  spirit, 
humor,  and  artistic  talent  and  to 
honor  his  memory.  PAS  is  pleased 
to  bring  the  exhibition  to  the  US  for 
the  first  time.  The  exhibition  includes 
sketches,  paintings,  drawings,  and 
photographs  from  Hadar’s  early 
childhood,  his  art  studies  in  England 
and  Israel,  and  his  personal  work 
during  his  military  service.  Hadar 
showed  those  who  knew  him  how 
simple  it  is  to  love  one  another.  He 
helped  those  in  need  and  made  it 
his  mission  in  life  to  bring  people 
together. 

Among  thousands  of  Israeli  soldiers 
and  reservists,  Hadar  Goldin  served 
during  Israel’s  2014  Operation 
Protective  Edge  against  missile 
attacks  from  Hamas  and  a  network 
of  tunnels  that  reached  underground 
from  Gaza  into  Israeli  territory.  On 
August  1,  just  hours  after  a  ceasefire 
had  been  declared,  Hadar  and  two 
of  his  comrades  were  ambushed  and 
killed  in  Gaza  by  terrorists  coming 
out  of  an  attack  tunnel.  Hadar’s  body 
was  taken  into  the  tunnel  and  has 
never  been  returned  to  his  family.
